CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. . 


On the 7th fire at Livingston, Ala., de- 
stroyed fifteen buildings on the west side 
of the public square. Loss not stated. 

On the 5tha fire in the village of Li- 
bonsch, near Ratibori, in Prussian Si- 
lesia, destroyed 105 houses, including the 
village church and vicarage. Seven hun- 
sng of the villagers were rendcred home- 

ess, 
On the evening of the 6th the business 
portion of the city of Seattle, W. T., was 
practically wiped out by a great confla- 
gration. 

On the morning of the 6th the Marchion- 
ess de Chesteler, belonging to one of 
the oldest of the noble families of Bel- 
gium, was found murdered in her bed at 
her residence, the Chateau Moulbaix, at 
Mons. 

On the 6th the cotton mills in Offenburg, 
Baden, were destroyed by fire, involving 
a loss of 300,000 marks. Several workmen 
were killed. 

On the 7tha fire broke out among the 
bales tof cotton which had been taken 
from the Cunard Line steamer Scythia 
and placed on the dock at Liverpool. 
Sixty bales were damaged by fire and 
water. 

Stewart Situ, of Her Majesty’s ship 
Comus, who fled recently, from Halifax, 
N. 8., being guilty of forgery and em- 
bezzlement in connection with his vessel 
accounts, has been arrested in Boston. 

A TELEGRAM from Bellefonte, Pa., says 
over a million dollars’ damage was 
wrought by the storm in Center County. 
A large number of lives were lost also. 

On the 7th Mr. and Mrs. Charles Son- 
nijorn, old and respected citizens, were 
knocked senseless by an electric current 
while returning from La Porte, Ind., 
to their country home during a severe 
thunderstorm. Mrs. Sonnijorn can not 
recover, but the old gentleman rallied, 
and the physicians think he may live. 

On the 7th an English schoolmaster 
named Kneeling, while traveling on the 
Northwestern railway, with his sweet- 
heart, Miss Lester, the principal of a 
school at Devizes, shot the woman and 
threw her dead body out of the window 
and then committed suicide. 

On the 6th accounts from the conflag- 
ration at Seattle, W. T., placed the loss 
somewhere between $15,000,000 to $40,000, - 
000 


On the 7th Wm. White, the counterfeiter 

recently arrested at Waterloo, Ia., with a 
large amount of “green” in his posses- 
sion, pleaded guilty in the United States 
Court at Fort Dodge. Judge Shiras 
promptly sentenced him to two years in 
the State penitentiary and imposed a 
$1,090 fine. This is White’s second of- 
fense. 
On the 7th E. D. Hogan, the wronaut of 
Jackson, Mich., had a narrow escape 
from death at Auburn, N. Y., owing to 
his parachute failing to work. He fell 
2,500 feet, when the parachute partially 
opened and somewhat broke the fall. He 
was badly injured. 

Ir is stated that the register of the 

Hulbert House at Johnstown, Pa., has 
been recovered, and reveals the fact that 
forty-four of the guests and employes of 
the hotel lost their lives in the late flood. 
On the 9th William B. Young, aged 
twenty-eight, of Oakdale, Pa., a member 
of Company C, Fourteenth Regiment, com- 
mitted suicide in his tent at Johnstown 
by placing the muzzle of his rifle against 
his left temple and pulling the trigger. 
Despondency caused by a slight illness, 
and doubtless intensified by a night’s 
guard duty among the gloomy ruins, is 
the only known cause of the soldier’s act. 
He was a farmer, and leaves a wicow and 
two children. 
On the 8th Harry Heffright, engineer, 
was instantly killed, and Lincoln Post, 
fireman, fatally injured by their engine 
going over an embankment eight miles 
west of Huntingdon, Pa. Heffright’s body 
was literally roasted, and Post was terri- 
bly scalded. 

On the morning of the 10th an unknown 
guest at the Van Dyke Hotel, in New 
York City, was found dead on his knees 
in his room. He had turned out the gas 
with suicidal intent. 

At Plymouth, Pa., onthe 10th, Reese 
Lloyd, Pat Carley, William Williams and 
Matthew Davis were instantly killed, and 
two Poles had their legs cut off and will 
probably die, by the collapse of the rocky 
roof of the Gaylord mine. Insufficient 
propping to sustain the roof was the 
cause of the accident. 

On the 10th the fast express train on the 
Lehigh Valley railroad was thrown from 
the track at Sugar Notch, Pa. The cars 
were all telescoped, and two of them 
crashed into a frame house which stood 
near the track, the occupants of which 
had a close call. The escape of the pas- 
sengers from instant death was muracu- 
lous. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 9th the great National Dunkard 
meeting began at Harrisburg, Va.. at- 
tracting thousands of visitors. 

Ir is said that in Coburn, Pa., there is 
not one good house left standing as the 
result of the recent storms.

On the 9th it was reported that as 
alarming outbreak of diphtheria had oc- 
curred in one of the large camps in 
Johnstown. It is said that many cases of 
fever, diphtheria and pneumonia were 
being concealed from the people for fear 
of causing a panic among the workmen 
employed on the wreckage. 

Wuaat disposition to make of the chil- 
dren orphaned by the Johnstown disaster 
is a serious problem, most of the little 
ones refusing to leave the scene of their 
bereavement, even to go among relatives 
willing to provide them with homes. 

On the 8th the center-board lugger- 
rigged yacht, Paradox, built to compete 
with the American yachts, was launched 
into tide-water at Eastbourne, England, 
amid the cheers of a largo crowd of peo- 
ple. She is of sixty tons measurement, 
seventy feet long, twenty feet beam, and 
draws nine feet of water. Yachting ex- 
perts are enthusiastic over her. 

_ A HOLE on the site of the Hurlbut House, 
in Johnstown, was found to contain forty- 


seven bodies, supposed to be those of 
guests. 


On the night of the 7th the sixth annual 
commencement of the Brazii (Ind.) High 
School occurred. The class numbered 
fourteen, of whom twelve read essays. 

A ZANZIBAR dispatch states that four 
hundred natives were killed in the recent 
fight at Saadani. 

It is said that four hundred telegrams 
were received at the Vatican deploring 
the unvailing of the Bruno monument. 
All of the Ambassadors accredited to 
the Vatican met in the Pope’s chapel on 
the 10th. 

Tue Agricultural Department report for 
June shows a slight increase in the win- 
ter wheat area seeded. The condition, 
remained high, and averaged 93 for tho 
country. 

A DETAIL of the Fourteenth regiment 
was sent to Cambria City, Pa, on the 
10th, to take out two hundred Italians and 
compel them to go to work. They had 
been drawing rations right along, but re- 
fused to help at the wreck. They were 
put to work with a guard over them. 

On the 9th the statue of Bruno was un- 
vailed at Rome with imposing ceremo- 
nies. There was a procession of 30,000 per- 
sons, 

On the 9th not a single man in Andrew 
Carnegie’s Homestead Steel Works had 
signed the sliding scale. 

A TELEGRAM announces that Mr. C. B. 
Clark, the directory publisher, who made 
the last annual canvass of Johnstown in 
April and May, and has since the flood 
devoted his time toa careful canvass of 
the loss of human life, places the number 
at 8,000, which he says is the outside fig- 
ure, 

On the llth the annual convention of 
the Yardmasters’ Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation of the United States and Canada 
met at Columbus, O. 

Ir is given out that the sale to the En- 
glish syndicate of the Ballentine browery 
interest in Newark, N. J., has been con- 
summated, the price agreed upon being 
$5,100,000. 

THE weather was oppressively hot in 
New York on the 9th, which is more than 
it was in the West. A half-dozen pros- 
trations from heat were reported among 
the Gothamites.

CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 


A OONVENTION of ex-Confederates was 
held at New Orleans on the 10th, for the 
purpose of organizivg an association of all 
the surviving Confederate soldiers, The 
meeting organized the ‘Confederate Vet- 
erans’ Association,’”? by adopting a con- 
stitution and electing Gen. Jobn B. Gor- 
don, of Georgia, president. 

Apvices from Fulton county, Ark., give 
an account of a disastrous cyclone on the 
night of the 8th, about twelve miles north- 
eastof Mammoth Spring, which demolished 
houses and barns, tore down fences rnd 
trees and damaged crops. No injuries ara 
reported. 

REPRESENTATIVES of the different fur- 
naces met in convention at Birmingham, 
Ala., on the 10th with the agents of 
the different railroads, the object of the 
meeting being on the part of the furnace 
men to bring about a reduction in freight 
rates to meet those of the Northern 
roads. 

Tue President on the 10th, appointed 
Thomas W. Morgan, of Rhode Island, to be 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, vice John 
H. Oberly, resigned. 

WHILE engaged in dumping coal down 
an eighty foot trestle, near Carbon Hill, 
Ala., on the 9th., G. W. Creel, a white 
miner, fell and was instantly killed. His 
body struck the rocks below and was 
mashed into a jelly. 

Tue thirteen Southern States, including 
Kentucky and Missouri, have funded debts 
aggregating $95,858,643, besides an un- 
funded debt amounting to $20,000,000 more. 

A VERY sad accident occurred on the 8th, 
in the country, sixteen miles from New- 
port, Ark. Wm. Crow, a youth of twelve 
years, Was driving to town, when a large 
tree fell on bim, orushing the rider and 
horse into jelly. 

BisHop QUINTARD’S residence, Fulford 
Hall, at Sewaaee, Tenn., was destroyed by 
fire on the nightof the &th. Insurance

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A CITY IN RUINS. 


The Business Portion of Seattle, 
W. T., Completely Destroyed. 








Fire Vies in the West with the Flood in 
the East—A Loas of Upwards of 
Twenty Millions of Dollars. 

—Will Rebuild. 





Sgarrux, W. T., June 7.—What was the 
business part of this city is this morning 
nothing but smouldering ruins and de- 
bris. Fire broke out yesterday afternoon 
in the basement of a two-story frame 
building on the southwest corner of Front 
and Madison streets, owned by Mrs. Mar- 
garet J. Peutz. The fire originated in 


some tugpentine, which caught fire in 
some wéy. The first story, which was 
leased 


the Seattle Shoe Company, the 
upper floor being occupied for offices, 
was soonlablaze. Although the volunteer 
fire department responded promptly to the 
alarm they could do little or nothing to 
check the flames. The building, like 
most others of its kind in the business 
center, was not detached, but was the 
corner of a row of frame buildings all 
joined together and of various heights. 
They were dry as tinder, and proved an 
easy prey to the flames. Adjoining the 
first building was Dietz & Myers’ whole- 
sale liqucr store. The barrels of liquor 
exploded with terrific reports as soon as 
the fire reached them and scattered the 
contents far and near. 

The entire square composing the Denny 
Block, in which was a confectionery store, 
Gilmore & Co.’s real estate office and 
several other establishments, including a 
number of professional offices and some 
lodging apartments, were soon destroyed. 
An effort was made to flood the Coleman 
building on Front street to the south, 
but to no avail. The flames spread 
across Marion street to the Palace and 
Oper-house saloon. In less than half 
an hour another square was 
laid in ashes. This took in A. 8. 
Smith’s grocery, Merchants’ whole- 
sale confectionery, a fruit store, J. 
W. Lang & Co.’s drug-store, John 
Spencer’s plumbing and steam-fitttng es- 
tablishment, R. J. Graham’s tailor-shop, 
Edgar Brayan’s pawn-shop, the Palaco 
restaurant, Gering & O’Connell’s jewelry- 
store, Souster’s barber-shop, Lesly’s 
clothing-store and Dobells & Marion’s 
clothing-store. While this square was 
burning the Opera-House block, on the 
east side of Front street, between Madi- 
son and Marion, caught fire in the upper 
story. The building, a three-story brick 
structure, owned by Geo. Frye, and 
valued at $120,000, was soon de- 
stroyed, Withit was the Scattle Phar- 
Tuavy,,~Golden Rule bazaar, Harris & 
Co.’s dry-goods store, Abernathy’s shoe- 
store, Crouse & Co.’s undertaker’s estab- 
lishment, Latour’s dry-goods house, 
Broadman’s paint and oil house. The 
Kenyon block is also reduced to ashes. 
In this block was the job-printing estab- 
lishment of the Evening Times, Veuen & 
Vaughn’s music store and Barie’s tailor 
shdp. From the Opera-House block the 
fire spread and quickly swallowed up the 
square tothe south. This square consisted 
of two-story frame buildings occupied by 
E. Lobe’s bazaar, the California clothing 
store, Gordon Bros.’ tailoring establish- 
ment, the Oriental bazaar and several 
other big concerns. 

The fire department struggled bravely 
to save the most valuable part of Front 
street between Columbia and Yesler 
streets, which contained a fine row of 
brick buildings two and three stories 
high, where four banks had their 
offices — the Bank of Commerce, 
Merchants’ National, First National 
and the Washington Guarantee and Loan 
Association and Savings Bank. The row 
consisted of a corner block occupied by 
Toklas, Singerman & Co.’s wholesale dry- 
goods store, the Union block, the Parin 
building, the San Francisco clothing 
house, Star block, Arcade building and 
Yesler block on Central square. In Cen- 
tral square all the telegraph offices were 
situated. The Safe-Deposit Company also 
had a building in this row. 

From initial points the fire spread north 
and south a distance of one mile. Every 
newspaper, hotel, telegraph office, rail- 
road depot and wharf in the city was 
totally destroyed. The entire water- 
front, including all wharves and docks, 
coal-bunkers and railway tracks, the 
wholesale quarter and overy 
south of Union street and west of Sec- 
ond street, and reaching around to the 
gas-works and above Fourth street on 
Jackson, was completely burned. It is 
estimated that the total loss to the city in 
buildings alone is easily $10,000,000 and 
the perscnal losses will probably reac! 


$20,000,000. Whether there is much 
loss of life can not yet be ascer- 
tained. There is great privatiou 


among the poor, as nearly every restau- 
rant and grocery in the city was con- 
sumed by the fire. The burnt district, 
comprising sixty-four acres, now pre- 
sents the aspect of a huge oven of burn- 
ing coals, and threatens even further de- 


struction. The firemen, reinforced 
by Tacoma and Snohomish, are on 
the alert. The streets all through 
the night were crowded with peo- 


ple, wandering about penniless and home- 
less. The militia and extra police are to 
be seen on every corner guarding the 
property against thieves and vandals. 
One hundred arrests have already been 
made. Allofthe daily newspapers will 
publish to-morrow. 

Words fail to describe the awful picture 
of the fire and desolation. It is like the 
Chicago fire, and like Chicago, will be re- 
built. Everybody seems in good spirits 
as it is hard to realize the dreadfulness of 
this sudden calamity. When the Toklas 
Singermans &Co’sbuilding fell about thir- 
ty people were near it and many of them 
were crushed. Similar accidents befell) 
most of the large buildings. 

PoRTLAND, Ore., June 8.—Late reports 
from Seattle indicate that the total loss 
by the fire will reach anywhere from 
$15,000,000 to $40,000,000. The people decid- 
ed at a meeting yesterday morning to re- 
build the city with brick and stone. The 
military are guarding what property was 
aot burned. The city is quiet and every- 
body is hopeful. The Governor has issued 
a proclamation appealing to the people 
of the Territory to send aid for the suf-

Death of Hon. Leonard Swett, One of 
IUinois’ Most Successfal Criminal Law- 
yers and One of the Caterie Composed 
of Lincoln, Douglas, David Davis, Judge 
Logan and Other Old Circuit Riders. 


Cricaao, June 10.—Hon. Leonard Swett, 
the veteran and widely-known lawyer, is 
dead. He died suddenly at his home in 
this city Saturday afternoon.

It was planned that 
they would leave for New York to-day 
and spend three days there before the 
vessel sailed. 

Friday evening Mr. and Mrs. Swett took 
a short walk. Mr. Swett had not been 
looking well during the day, but as even- 
ing approached he said he felt better. 
About ten o’clock at night the attack 
began which resulted in his death. Short- 
ly after midnight Drs. Wescott, Johnson, 
Lyman and Davis were called to the bed- 
side, but were unable to relieve the suf- 
ferer. They saw at once that the attack 
would soon prove fatal, and so informed 
the family. 

Herbert Swett arrived from Cornell 
University at Ithaca, N. Y., about mid- 
night, and reached the bedside before Mr. 
Swett lapsed into unconsciousness. The 
sick man failed rapidly, and all the latter 
part of the night was in a comatose con- 
dition. He remained without regaining 
consciousness until two o’clock Saturday 
afternoon, when he breathed his last. He 
died so easily that those at his bedside 
hardly knew the exact moment when his 
heart ceased to beat. 


Mr. Swett was born in Oxford County, Me., 
near the little village of Turner, in 1825. His 
early boyhood was passed on what was and is 
still known asthe Albin Richer farm, where, 
on the old homestead, his mother, now nearly 
ninety years of age, is still living. 

Until he was twelve years old he attended 
the village and neighboring schools, but his 
education was considcrably advanced by in- 
struction he received at home. He came of a 
typical New England family, strong in the tra- 
ditions of the past, whose members accepted the 
universal popular thoory that at least one of the 
boys of the family should enter the ministry. Ac- 
cordingly young Leonard was “elected” by his 
parents to follow that sacred calling. He was, 
in furtherance of this design, tuken from school 
and placed under the care of Rev. Thomas 
R. Curtis for the purpose of learning Latin and 
Greek. Itis not known whether the ministerial 
idea was abandoned at his request or not, but 
at the age of twenty-one he began the study of 
law in the office of Howard & Shepley in Port- 
land, after having pursued courses in Yar- 
mouth Academy and Waterville College, now 
known as Colby University. He read law for 
two years and then began the battle of life and 
started out to seek his fortune. 

The young man came West in 1847, shortly 
after war had been declared against Mexico. 
He enlisted as a private in the Fitth Indiana 
Infantry. commanded by General James H. 
Lane, afterward United States Senator from 
Kansas. Although not a commissioned officer, 
he was practically Captain of his company 
while holding the rank of orderly sergeant. 
He served through the war and entered the 
City of Mexico with Goneral Scott atter its 
capture by the United States forces. He re- 
turned to the States in 1849 greatly impaired in 
health. Inthe same year he was admitted to 
the bar at Bloomington, Nl. 

At that time there were but few courts and 
they were widely-separated by wild and track- 
less prairies. He rode the circuit of the courts 
with such men as Abraham Lincoln, Stephen 
T. Logan, David Davis and others who after 
wards rose to prominence in the history of the 
country. Throughilong association in court 
with Lincoln a friendship was formed between 
them that lasted until the latter's death. Lin- 
coln was a genial companion, a safe counselor, 
and Mr. Swett found in him a warm friend. 

There were two men who took young Swett 
by the hand when he began the practice of law 
among strangers and helped him onward with 
advice and counsel. These men were Abraham 
Lincoln and David Davis. In the prejiminaries 
to the presidential campaign of 1860, next to 
Judge Davis, Mr. Swett was most influential in 
securing Lincoln's nomination. Under their 
management the nomination was secured by 
the combination of Illinois, Indiana and Penn- 
sylvania delegations and in forming this alli- 
ance the diplomatic hand of Swett was power- 
ful and predominating. In the remarkable 
campaign which followed‘he was the prime 
mover and central influence. 

He was engaged in many of the celebrated 
cases in the annals of criminal jurisprudence, 
and in thirty-three murder trials in which he 
was retained he lost but two. 

He came toChicago in 1865, when he formed a 
partnership with Van H. Higgens and Colonel 
David Quiggo for the practice of law. At the 
time of his death he was the central figure of 
the firm of Swett, Grosseuy & Mean. 

Mr. Swett was twice married. His first wife 
died in 1854. In 1887 he married a young wom. 
an who for some time had been employedin his 
office as a type-writer.

FARM AND HOUSEHOLD.

mow or stack will make a ton. 


—Too much corn to horses in warm 
weather will cause profuse perspira 
tion. Oats should be used in prefer- 
ence. 

—Use of poor seod is the frequent 
cause of thin crops, but the use of a 
poor soil is the great prevailing cause 
of unsatisfactory crops. 

—If a lawn is to be made an impor- 
tant point is to have it made as 
smooth as possible after seeding. The 
better this is done the more easily the 
lawn mower can be used over the 
plot. 
—Banana Gems.—Take on6 Sip of 
sugar, three eggs, one-fourth cup of 
water, one spoon baking powder and 
one cup of flour. Stir in two bananas 
sliced thin. Fill cups half full and 
steam one hour. Eat with thin cream. 
—Cherry Tapioca.—Wash a cup ol 
tapioca and let soak over night; in 
the morning pour over a pint of boil- 
ing water and let simmer until per: 
fectly clear; stem a pound and a hall 
of sour cherries and add them to the 
boiling tapioca; sweeten to taste; take 
from the fire, turn in a dish and stand 
away tocool. Serve very cold with 
sugar and cream. 

—Millet does best upon a dry, rich, 
light and well pulverized soil. The 
seed, like clover or timothy, being 
fine, is not at all adapted to heavy 
soils which do not easily +pulverize. 
However, a heavy clay loam, if rich 
and highly pulverized, will yield a 
very heavy crop, but it is very difficult 
to pulverize sufficiently, if not well 
under-drained.—Orange Judd Farmer. 


—Berry Pudding.—Take one cup su- 
gar, two spoons butter, two eggs, one- 
half cup sweet milk, one teaspoon 
baking powder and two cups flour. 
Mix smooth and then quickly stir in 
three cups of any kind of berries. 


Pour into a round deep dish, and 


steam one hour. Eat with sauce or 
cream. Cream is, of course, desira- 
ble for nearly all puddings, but can 
not always be obtained. 

—Chicken in Cream.—Select a 
plump, young chicken; clean it nicely 
and divide into pieces. Roll or dredge 
in flour and fry to a golden brown. 
Arrange neatly on a dish ,and pour 
over ita dressing made of a cup 0! 
cream brought to the boiling point, 
into which are stirred the beaten yelks 
of two eggs, salt and pepper and a 
few drops of.lemon, being careful that 
it does not curdle or get too thick. 
Garnish with parsley, if liked, and 
serve at once. 

—The decay of the green food can 
be aided and hastened by the free use 
of lime in a fine condition, which 
should be broadcasted over the soil 
after the green material is turned in. 
Wood ashes may also be used with ad- 
vantage. The mineral matter serves 
to assist in the chemical action of the 
decomposing material on the soil, and 
themselves supply some of the ele- 
ments that may be lacking. Any 
amount of lime may be used on land 
that is being improved with green 
manurial crops, and though the loss 
of a year, cost of seed and labor are 
important items, yet the benefits de- 
rived are immediate and permanent, 
the effects being apparent for several 
seasons. 
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TIMOTHY FOR HORSES. 





A Stock-Ratser’s Experience With Grass 
That Was Cut Early, «ew ce al 

My observation and experience have 
proven that nearly every one, espe- 
cially farmers, feed twice as much hay 
as is necessary or best for horses, the 
common practice of feeding it being to 
gather up a fork or arm full and fill 
the manger of each horse. It has 
been thoroughly proven that fifteen 
pounds of hay is a liberal day’s allow- 
ance fora horse. I have in my barn 
asmall scale and I bind up my hay 
(as grain is bound) in bundles weigh- 
ing seven and eight pounds each. By 
weighing one occasionally you soon 
become so practiced that you can 
guess very accurately as to pounds; 
and any one who has never taken the 
trouble to do this will be surprised 
what a small amount of hay a horse 
requires. You not only save in the 
expense, but horses are much less lia- 
ble to sickness and disease when fed a 
proper allowance of hay regularly 
(the same as you feed grain). They 
relish it and do betier when fed in this 
way. 

I prefer timothy cut early. Do not 
think a little clover any damage in 
timothy hay when cut early and prop- 
erly cured. Horses do better on 
choppéd hay; and 1 have added onc- 
third oats straw (when nice and 
bright) and chopped together, when 
hay is high, and found it gave splen- 
did results when feeding horses to fat- 
ten for market. The best hay I ever 
fed, I cut so early and put in stack so 
green that all who saw it predicted it 
would mold in the stack. I sprinkled 
with salt occasionally as I stacked it 
and it came out green and: sweet.—J. 
W. Booker, in Orange Judd Farmer. -

The Chattanooga Times to whose 
fairness and liberality in its discus- 
of the “Negro Problem” is due in no 
small degree the friendly relations be~ 
tween the races within the broad 
scope of its circulation has won anew 
the commendation of good people by 
its able criticism and denunciation of 
the revolutionary views advanced by 
Mr. Edgington ina speech at the 
Memphis National Cemetary en 
Memorial day, which speech was 
published in the the Menphis Ava- 
lanche.

United States SENATE. 

Washington, D. C., April 26, ’89. 
My Dear Sir: 

I do not believe the Administra- 
tion desires the division of the Re- 
publican party upon the ground of 
race or color, or a political divisien 
of the peuple based upon any such 
distinction. ‘ 

In appointments of office I believe 
the purpose of the President te be 
to get the best men and that he 
means to select them carefully re- 
gardless of all questions save such as 
relate to their capacity, integrity 
and Republicanism. There is no 
other just principle of action and 
the talk of the adoption of any other 
by the Administration is, I think, 
wholly without foundation. 

Every one in the party desires the 
accession of greator numbers. Nat. 
urally they must come from the white 
people since the colored are nearly 
all with us already—and yet the 
church is not full. We do net howe 
ever intend to turn out those whom 
we already have in our communicn. 

Remember that the passage of the 
school Bill will end this by carrying 
intelligence to all, regardless of race 
or color or previous condition in life. 
All parties and races should unite to 
secure its passage.

The Situation at Johnstown ina 
Very Unsettled State. 


Quarrels and Conflicts of Fre- 
quent Occurrence. 


Only a Mere Handful of Men Now at 
Work on the Debris—One Gang Refases 
to Work With a Strange Foremaa in 
Charge—Italians Take Their Places, but 
are Driven Away #y the Strikers. 
Prrrssurc, June 14.—The Leader's 

special from Johnstown Thursday said: 
Chaos reigns supreme here. Every- 

body is excited and petty quarrels and 
conflicts between the laboring men and ! 
their bosses are of frequent occurrence. 

By 10 o’clock this morning the town 

was swarming with laboring men of all 

types and nationalities, but the condi- 





tions of ‘$1.50 per day and pay your 
own rations’ under which they were to} 
be employed did not appear to be much | 
of an inducement, and as a@ result only ; 
100 men are now engaged in clearing 
away the debris. 

This gang is engaged in clearing away 
and burning rubbish in Kerrsville. Not 
a solitary man is at work on the mass of 
ruin and putrefying flesh above the 
stone bridge, the stench from which is | 
fast becoming unbearable. 

The First Conflict. 

The first conflict among the workmen 
occurred at 6 o’clock this morning, 
when an attempt was made to dethrone 
the foreman of the West Alexander 
force. The contractors disorganized the 
gang and put a strange foreman in 
charge. The men refused to continue 
to work under any other than their own 
foreman. ‘The contractor would not 
concede a point, and the laborers re- 
turned to their tents, where they are 
still quartered, and say that they will 
return home before they will work un- 
der a strange foreman. 

Italians Take their P’aces. 

A gang of over 200 Italians was: hired 
to take the places of the strikers. The 
laborers did not take kindly to the 
Italians and intimidated them at eve 
opportunity. No open conflict occurred, 
however, until the Italians were at 
breakfast. One of the American laborers 
made an insulting remark to one of the 
dagos, and the latter answered in the 
same manner. Hot words followed, re- 
sulting in a raid on the Italians, who 
were thrown bodily out of their tents. 


Reported to General Hastings. 





The Italians reported the matter to 
Contractor McKnight, who in turn re- ' 
ported to Gen. Hastings. The general ! 
expressed his determination to suppress | 
such outbreaks at all hazards. The 
assurance that all men would be 
thoroughly protected from violence, 
however, did not allay the fears of the 
Italians, and the majority of them re- 
turned to their tents. 


Outrageous. 

Bystanders say that the conduct of 
the Americans to the Italian laborers 
was outrageous. Contractor McKnight 
told the Italians to prepare to go to 
work to-morrow and he would guarantee 
that they would not be molested. 

Strikers Run Out of the Camp. 

This morning a large company of la- 
borers from Greensburg refu to go 
to work for $1.50 per day, claiming that 
they had been promised fifty cents per 
day extra. On hearing this, Gen. Hast- 
ings ordered @ company of militia to 
the camp of the strikers, who again re- 
fused to go to work, whereupon the 
soldiers were ordered to charge upon 
them, running thein out of the camp at 
the point of the bayonet. 

The day is posiue very warm, and 
the fumes and odors from decaying 
flesh is becoming terrible. 

Two small stores have opened, and are 
thronged with customers.

The Loss of Life at Johnstown Placeed at 
Not Over Three Thousand. 
JOHNSTOWN, June 14.—The bureau of 
registration has recorded 15,678 survi- 
vors. Of 1,192 bodies recovered 628 
have been identified. Col. Rodgers says 
the highest estimate of the loss of life 
cannot place it at over 4,000 souls now, 
The Relief Comm ‘asian, 
HarrissureG, Pa,, June 14.—The fol- 
lowing commission has been appointed 
by the governor to distribute the funds 
contributed for the relief of the suffer- 
ers by the recent floods in the state:

PNEUMATIC GUN CARRIAGES. 


New Ones Satisfactorily Tested at the An- 
napolis Testing Grounds. 

Annapouis, Md., June 14.—The pneu- 
matic gun carriage made by the Pneu- 
matic Carriage and Gun company, of 
South Boston, Mass., was fully tested 
Wednesday at the naval proving grounds 
by a board of naval officers consisting of

The 
recoil of a field piece pf artillery will 
be from six to eight, foot 

The pneumatic gun carriage tried 
Wednesday reduced the recoil to two 
feet. No accident of any kind happened 
during the tests. The ten fast shots were 
made with a minute and a half inter- 
val. Col. Creasy, president of the Pneu- 
matic Gun Carriage and Powder com- 
pany, and William Hunt, Jr., secretary, 
were present during the trial. 


A DELUGE FEARED 


By the People of Shelburne Falls, Mass. 
A Lake Threatens Them. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 14.—There 
is great excitement in Shelburne Falls, 
one of the most thriving towns in the 
Deerfield valley, over the possibility 
that the Sadawga lake, in Whiting‘on, 
Vt., some distance above, may give way 
and flood the valley, resulting in a fear- 
ful destruction of life and property. 

The lake covers 450 acres, and is said 
to contain nearly 8,000,000,000 gallons 
of water. The dam is very narrow, and 
about twenty-two feet high. The water 
is nearly a square mile in area and forty 
feet deep. It has within a week past 
sprung @ leak, but has been temporarily 
patched up. 

Sadawga Inke is on the side of a 
mountain, over 900 feet above Shelburne 
Falls, sea level, and in the event of its 
demolition that town would experience 
a second Johnstown horror. The Deer- 
field river on which Shelburne Falls is 
located, is notorious for its turbulence 
during high water. So great has the ex- 
citement become all along the river that 
a thorough investigation will be made, 
and the dam will either be repaired or 
demolished. 


BAYARD N-T MARRIED,

One of the Engines Gives Out 
While on a Steep Grade, 





The Train is Cut and Stones Placed Be 
hind the Wheels to Hold the Detached 


Cars—They are Dislodzed, and the 


Crowded Cars Fiash Down the Incline 
an Collide With Another Train, 


Dusux, June 14. — The railroad 
casualty, near Armagh, was more terri. 
bly disastrous than at first reported 
The two trains. containing 1,200 Metho. 
dist Sunday school scholars aud thei; 
friends, were bound to a watering } 
at the mouth of Newry river, County 
Down. The engineer of the second 
train, finding his enyine powerless to 
aes the train up the steep grade, yp 
inked several cars with the ob ect of 
taking the front portion of the train to 
the next station and returning for the 
remainder. ss 

Had They No Brakes? 

Heavy stones were ae behind the 
wheels of the detached cars to prevent 
them from slipping, bat the locomotive 
on restarting gave the entire train q 
shunt that displaced the stones. The 
result was that the detached cars began 
to slip backward down the gra le, their 
speed gradually increasing until they 
had attained a frightful velocity. After 
running four miles they crushed with 
terrific force into the ordinary train 
coming from Armagh, at a point a mile 
and a half from that town. 

Many Touching Scenes. 

The shrieks of the children were 
horrible. ‘The bodies of the victing 
were arranged in rows as 8000 as reevy. 
ered. Many were mangled beyoud 
recognition. There is scarcely a Sea 
in Armagh that has not some one dea, 

The embankment on which the ae- 
cident occurred is seventy feet high. 
Many touching scenes were witnessed, 
The children bore their injuries with 

reat patience. Seventy-two bodies 
ave been taken from the wreck, and the 
entire namber of killed and injured is 
about oe third of the full number of 
passengers. 

Whoie Families Dead. 

A private of the Irish Fusileers before 
the collision jumped on_ the foot-plate 
of one of the cars and dropped four 
children to the ground. He then offered 
to assist others to escape, but his offer 
was refused. In many cases whole fam- 
ilies were killed. 

A car driver named Hughes who vis- 
ited the scene of the disaster was so 
horrified at the sight that he died on 
the spot. His corpse was taken to Ar 
magh in his own cart. 

The engineer, fireman, guard of the 
train and the traffic manager's clerk are 
under arrest. 

The Dead Numbers Seventy-Four, 

The number of victims by the railroad 
collision near Armagh now agyregates 
seventy-four. ‘The latest addition to the 
list of dead is a boy named Cleland, 
whose parents and two brothers were 
killed in the accident. Cleland died 
from injuries received. A number of 
others of the injured ure in a critical 
condition. ‘Lhe scenes around the in- 
firmary at Armagh are pitiful in the ex- 
treme. Crowds of anxious relatives and 
friends are inquiring for missing chil- 
dren.

POISONOUS WALL-PAPER. | 


Some New Facts Prescribed by the Bos- 
ton Medical Improvement Society. 


The subject of poisonous paper- 
hangings has lately been discussed, in 
the light of some new facts, by the 
Boston Society for Medical Improve- 
ment. 

Some of the important papers still 
contain arsenic in quite dangerous 
amounts,and even American manufact- 
urers, though they use less arsenic 
than formerly, are not yet wholly 
within the limits of safety. It is found 
that one-third of a grain to a square 
yard is decidedly deleterious; but 
papers are in use that analysis shows 
to contain ten, Afinen, and even twenty 
grains. 

The following are important facts in 
the case: 

1, The harm varies, as would natur- 
ally be supposed, iniversely with the 
individual’s power of elimination. 
This power may be fully adequate in 
some persons, and quite inadequate in 
others. 

2. The symptoms of two persons in- 
juriously affected by the same expos- 
ure and the results may be quite dif- 
ferent. Inflammation of the kidneys for 
instance, may be induced in the one, 
and not at all in the other. 

3. Arsenic may not give rise to the 
ordinary symptoms of arsenical poi- 
soning, but may stir up and strengthen 
dormant, morbid tendencies, and thus 
divert attention from the true disturb- 
ing cause. 

4. While one-third of a grain to a 
square yard is likely to harm an adult, 
a young child may be injured by a 
mere trace, and the cause of the trouble 
may be wholly unsuspected. 

5. While arsenic is not a cumulative 
poison, like lead, yet it is very slowly 
eliminated from the body. It requires 
weeks, and sometimes even months, to 
effect its complete expulsion after re- 
moval from an arsenious atmosphere. 
Hence inhaling it constantly, perhaps 
day and night, may cause a very dan- 
gerous accumulation of the poison in 
the system. This accumulation will 
be very rapid if the organs of elimina- 
tion, one or more of them, are feeble. 

6. A new and conclusive method of 
detecting the presence of arsenic in 
the system has been discovered, which 
leaves no room for doubt. This test 
has been applied in many cases, and 
has led to the removal of the paper 
from the wall, or of the patient from 
the room, followed by relief, and, in 
due time, by full cure. OO slag 

7. The covering of arsenical paper 
by non-arsenical is not sufficient to re- 
move danger, for though this expedi- 
ent. may prevent the arsenical dust 
from impregnating the air, yet it is 
surmised that moisture develops a 
volatile arsenious compound, which 
readily finds its way into the air of the 
room. —Youth’s Companion. 








—The tent caterpillar, the canker 
worm, the cabbage worm and maggot, 
the potato bug, the currant worm, all 
need to be watched and taken in time. 
It is far easier to destroy the first gen- 
eration of most of these insects than it 
is the far more numerous second gen- 
eration that comes a month or so later.
